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FOREWORD 

Pennsylvania  is  one  of  the  six  leading  livestock  States  east  of  the  Mississippi 
River,  ranks  fourteenth  among  the  forty-eight  States  in  value  of  farm  animals 
and  has  one-third  of  the  total  value  of  farm  animals  in  the  North  Atlantic 
States  cattle,  Pennsylvania  stands  fifth  among  all  the 

It  is  significant  that  the  aggregate  value  of  livestock  on  Pennsylvania  farms 
increased  43  percent  from  1935  to  1937,  and  that  whi\e  the  number  of  horses 
and  colts  in  the  United  States  is  still  declining  at  a  rapid  rate  the  horse  and  colt 
population  in  Pennsylvania  has  remained  unchanged  during  the  last  three  years 
and  the  state  value  has  increased  by  $7,000,000. 

*  Livestock  and  livestock  products  account  for  two-thirds  of  the  cash  income 
of  the  farmers  of  the  Keystone  State.  But  this  is  not  the  only  purpose  of  the 
states  large  livestock  population.  Livestock  helps  maintain  the  high  fertility 
of  the  typical  Pennsylvania  farm. 

FARM  LIVESTOCK  INVENTORY,  JANUARY  1,  1937 

Work  stock  and  dairy  cattle  on  Pennsylvania  farms  have  increased  in  value 
per  head  for  four  consecutive  years  from  the  low  level  of  the  January  1  1933 
inventory,  but  sheep  and  swine  have  declined  slightly  from  the  high  level  which 
prevailed  January  1.  1936.  The  farm  inventory  value  of  the  five  major  species 
of  livestock  is  $14^>',719,000,  an  increase  of  $6,362,000  over  the  corresponding  figure 
for  a  year  earlier.  The  only  change  in  total  numbers,  by  species,  January  1, 
1937  compared  with  January  1,  1936  was  an  eight  percent  increase  in  the  number 
01  all  swine.  No  pronounced  shifting  of  classes  within  the  species  occurred,  with 
tne  exception  of  the  number  of  heifers  one  to  two  years  old  being  kept  for  milk, 
which  increased  over  5  percent. 

*  A^ontinued  interest  in  the  raising  of  work  stock  in  Pennsylvania  is  appar- 
ent. Colts  represent  an  increasing  percentage  of  the  total  number  of  horses, 
and  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry  of  the  Pennsylvania  Department  of  Agri- 
q!^o  ""^^oo^P^fi^-  registered  in  1936,  compared  with  370  in  1935, 

349  in  1934.  317  in  1933,  205  in  1929  and  408  in  1922. 

The  number  of  mules  on  Pennsylvania  farms,  which  reflected  a  steady 
increase  from  the  1931  to  1935  inventories,  has  remained  practically  stationary 
tne  last  two  years.  Prices  prevailing  for  both  horses  and  mules  during  the 
past  year,  combined  with  the  farm  labor  situation,  are  reported  to  have  made 
tne  small  tractor  a  keen  competitor  of  work  stock  as  a  source  of  power  on  the 
smaller  farms. 

Cattle  aumbers  on  farms  in  this  State  have  not  changed  in  the  last  three 
January  1  inventories.  The  increase  during  193'6  in  the  number  of  heifers  one 
to  two  years  old  kept  for  milk  has  been  offset  by  a  decrease  in  the  number 
01  cattle  designated  as  beef  animals.  Of  the  dairy  stock,  cows  and  heifers  two 
years  old  and  over  number  887,000,  heifers  one  to  two  year  old  177,000,  and 
heifer  calves  186,000. 

Pennsylvania  was  placed  by  the  United  States  Government  in  the  status 
01  a  modified  accredited  State  for  bovine  tuberculosis  on  December  16,  1936— 
during  the  last  retest  of  all  the  cattle  in  the  State,  only  one-half  of  one  percent 
were  condemned  due  to  reaction  to  the  tuberculosis  test.  T.  B.  reactors  during 
1936  numbered  less  than  6,000.

Numbers  of  aU  cattle  on  Pennsylvania  farnis  show  an  increase  of  tw 
percent  in  1934.  Cows  and  heifers  two  years  old  and  over  kept  for  milk  increased 
one  percent.  Numbers  of  heifers  one  to  two  years  old  <for  milk)  decreas^  Z 
percent  and  heifer  calves  being  saved  for  milk  cows  showed  a  decrease  of  ^ 
percent.  There  were  about  98,000  head  of  feeders  shipped  ^to  Pennsylvania  in 
1934.   This  number  represents  an  increase  of  76\over  last  year  s  shipments. 

Although  there  was  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  hogs  of  16  percent  tne 
increase  in  value  per  head  made  the  total  value  of  swine  on  farms  larger  than 

"N^b^rs'  of  ^sheep  on  Pennsylvania  farms  decreased  2  percent  during  the 
year  1934.   However  there  was  an  increase  of  60  cents  per  head  m  value.
